She is stopping 
nt the Hotel Brunswick, end alleges 
thut she is James' legal wife, as she has 
not secured a divorce from biui, nor he 
from her. 
The warrant for the arrest of 


MoNoal, charging him with bigamy, was 
given to Sherill' 
Foster, and he was 


brought to Deoatur to-day and placed in 
jail at noou. MoNeal told a reporter that 
he left his wife in Pennsylvania, because 
he believed her guilty of improper con- 
duct and that he married Hannah, hav- 
ing been given to understand that Annie 
had Kooured a divorce.

The snooting Case. 


The preliminary examination ot John 


Seay and Wm. Decker, for the assault on 
Arthur Kellam, commenced before Jus- 
tice MoGorray yesterday afternoon and 
was not concluded at noon to-day, The 
witnesses who testified for the prosecution 
were Mrs. Jacobs, Mr. MoOnllougb, Miss 
Haley, Nick Geehwinder and Wm. Buok, 
They detailed tho particulars ot the 
shooting as heretofore published, show- 
ing that the two men were under the in- 
fluence of liquor and that they quarreled 
at the supper table about some words 
that had passed between Seay's boy and 
Kellam; that Seay got up from the table 
and passed into the office, Kellam enter- 
ing the same room through another door; 
that Kellam, seeing Seay with a revolver 
in his hand, made a rush toward him to 
prevent him from shooting; that four 
shots were fired, and that two of them 
struck Kellam before the men were sepa- 
rated. 
The witnesses for the defense 


were John Soay and his son Willie, Bill 
Docker, Joe. Hobson. Dr. WaJston, Dr. 
Sibley, Dr. Kincaid and two othore. The 
plea of Sesy was self-defense. He show- 
ed that he had been a Union soldier, and 
that he was a pensioner and hold a certi- 
ficate of membership in the Prisoners of 
War association. 
He testified further 


that his side was paralyzed and that he 
was a weak man generally. He claims to 
have been in fear|of great bodily harm 
when Kellam rushed toward him. He 
claims not to have fired until Kellam had 
caught him about the arms and shoul- 
derp, Kellam was not in court, having 
suddenly disappeared some days ago. 


The trial is still in -progress before Mc- 


gorray at the court house.

CURIOUS SEALS. 


An Important Treaty Sealed with a Barton 


—Origin of the "Lone Star" in the Banner 
of. Texas. 
At the time the "Trenty oi Washing- 


ton" wth England wus signed iu our 
national capital, in .May, 1871, when 
one of the messcngere at the. State De- 
partment wu-s asking each of the High 
Commissioners for his seal to affix to 


the document, the live Englishmen, ol 
course, had seals, which they gave him 
to use, and some of our five Commis- 
sioners had them also ; but it is as- 
serted by one who ought to know that 
Judge Hoar, of Massachusetts, when 
asked for his heul, answered, " I have 
none, but this will do," and took 
ofl 


one of his sleeve buttons anit handed 
that to the colored messenger of the 
State Department wlio was impressing 
the seals upon the wax, and it was 
used for that purpose. 


On being told the abovo story the 


writer asked at the State Department 
lately to see the original Treaty of 
Washington, and was .--liown it, and 
while the wax has chipped .so much on 
some of tl'e seals in the uourso of time 
that their devices are nearly obliterated, 
it is easy to see that more than one ol 
our Commissioners did not use a regu- 
lar seal, but a button, or .something 
similar. 


In connection with curious things 


which have been used as seals when 
one made for the purpose was lacking, 
it is told that the "lone star" in the 
banner 
of Texas originated in that 


way. When she was struggling (many 
years before we annexed her) for inde- 
pendence, on one occasion some of 
those earuestly interested in her behalf 
were preparing a document to be sent 
here to General Jackson while he was 
President, and when it was concluded, 
one 
gentleman 
remarked: 
"This 


needs 
a 
seal, 
and 
we 
have 


none." 
To which another instantly 


answered : "Wo will 
u.so this 
for 


ft seal." 
And pouring melted wax on 


the paper, he stamped it with one oi 
the military buttons cut from his coat, 
which button having a single star upon 
it. that became 
Kie emblem of 
tin.'

John 
Quincy Adams, in August, 


1831, mentioned in his diary receiving 
a note from 
Mr. Madison (the ev- 


President), and adds: "The seal was 
the initials of his name and the motto, 
'Veritas non vcrba magistri.' " 


John Quincy Adams while President 


wrote the following ti» to another seal 
he designed, and criticises the u.se now 
so common in ladies' ornaments of re- 
pugnant objects, such as suakes, etc., 
for any such purpose. 
"Mr. Dickins. 


Secretary to the Columbian Institute, 
brought mo, to examine, designs for 
a seal and diploma for that society, 
well drawn, and 
which, .suggesting 


some alterations, I approved. 
The) 


ha,ve not adopted the device I had pro- 
posed for a seal, but propose in its 
stead a 
hissing 
rattlesnake 
coiled 


round a book, to which I objected as 
odious imagery; and instead of th 
classical motto from Horaco: "Lucent 
sidera nar.tis,' with the ship, they havo 
discarded Iho ship, and substituted for 
the motto: 'ITavent astra,' which I dis- 
approved as borrowed irom the false 
science of judicial astrology, and there- 
lore inappropriate to an institution for 
the promotion of true science. 
On 


this, as on the former occasion of the 
pediment to the capitol, I observe tho 
extreme diversities in the sentiments o: 
learned and ingenious men upon mat- 
ters of ta.stc and invention, My devices 
lor the seal and motto were, in my own 
self-conceit, 
ingenious, classical, elo- 


gaut and appropriate, hut no one thought 
them so except myself, and they havo 
taken in its stead a serjient .sibilant, 
which would be an excellent emblem 
for the House of Representatives at 
this time, but in my judgment a very 
absurd ono for a learned and literary 
institution; and instead of the stars ol 
Horace 
illuminating 
the mariner's 


Light, they havo the stars of judicial 
astrology favoring tho deadly venom o| 
the 
rattlesnake."—Washington Cor.
